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KERMOTT'S RECORD 


NAY AID PRISONER 
IN SHOOTING CASE 


Neighbors and Officers Cite 
Clean Record Maintain- 
ed by Uplander 





With his record as a Chaffey 
high school student and as a citi- 
zen ®eing unblemished, Jack A. 
Kermott, a quiet and unassuming 
Uplander, is reported to be plan- 
ning a strong defense in his forth- 
coming trial on a murder charge. 

Involved with the law for the 
first time, the young fathet is now 
held in the county jail on a mur- 
der complaint signed by his sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs, James Kermott. 
His brother, Jamies, was killed by 
gunfire at Jack’s San Antonio 
Heights home last Wednesday 
night. 

HEARING DELAYED 

Fred A. Wilson, San Bernardino 
attorney, has been retained by Mr. 
Kermott, the preliminary hearing 
to be held in Judge Fred H. Jac- 
obs’ court soon. The hearing 
had been scheduled for Thursday 
but it may be continued at Mr. 
Wilson’s request. 

Mrs, T. I. LaPlant, 506 East 
Eleventh street, who has known 
the Kermott family for years, said 
yesterday she was confident “that 
Jack didn’t intentionally shoot his 
brother.” 

Any attempt to suggest any pos- 


sible motive for the shooting has! 


baffled police. Those who have 
analyzed the case see in Jack's 
clean record some hope that a jury 
might give the Uplander every 
possible consideration. The youth, 
however, admitted that he fired 
four slots, one of which allegedly 
fatally wounded his brother. The 
shooting occurred after Mrs. Ker- 
mott advised her husband a prowl- 
er was about the house. 

PROWLERS OCCASIONALLY 

On severai occasions the Ker- 
mott residence had been visited 
by prowlers, according to Con- 
stable Sam D. Barker. The resi- 
dence was entered twice in recent 
months, the revolver used in Wed- 
nesday’s shooting being taken, 
Mr. Barker said. 


“James confessed to entering 
the house and taking the revolver, 
which was later recovered at an 
Ontario pawn shop,” Mr. Barker 
said. 

While the prisoner has admit- 
ted that the brotherly feeling was 
one of enmity, those who knew 
the two young men_ intimately, 
cite Jack's record as being laud- 
able. 

Jack is not a Chaffey high school 
graduate but Ernest W. Fischer, 
principal, said today his record as 
a student was satisfactory.

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Citrus Surplus Control 


With vastly increasing acreage in the citrus growing in- 
dustry the need for control of the surplus becomes a greater 
necessity. If one can believe what he continually hears there 
has been so much new planting during recent years that over- 
production is almost inevitable. And the control should cover 
the whole industry—in all sections where citrus is grown. If 
the warning of the increased acreage is heeded there will be 
no additional citrus acreage for years to come. 

The Covina Argus comments as follows: 

“Control of citrus surplus is highly necessary, but it 
must be a complete control, or nearly so, not only in Cali- 
fornia, but in Florida, Texas and Arizona. Corporations 
control output of automobiles. If they didn’t the motor 
vehicle manufacturing business would go on the rocks. It 
is not in any sense a good alibi to say that the farmer can- 
not control nature in the fashion that manufacturers con- 
trol a fabricated output. The farmer can do that very 
thing. And must do that if he is to get the cost of his 
production. 

“Like many other industrial problems, it is coming to 
be more and more apparent that citrus crop control must 
be vested in an authority set up by the government. Some 
authority must be placed somewhere—some agency that 
will give the stop and go signals.’’ 

However, the Covina editor should realize there is eonsid- 
erable difference between the control of citrus erops and those 
in the general farming districts. For instance, in the middle 
west when there is-< surplus of corn one year the farmer can 
plant in its stead the next year wheat or some other 
grain crop. Vegetable crops can be rotated in the same man- 
ner, But in the case of the citrus grower such control cannot 
be put in effect—for the very good reason that he has a large 
investment in trees that are much more valuable than the land 
on which they grow. 
extent to their financial benefit—but for the citrus grower to 


take out his trees and replace them with something else would 
be ruinous to the owner in most cases, 

At the same time citrus ranchers no doubt realize that they 
ave not the only persons who are having a hard struggle at 
this time. However, such problems have been solved in every 
ease in the past-—and there will be a beneficial solution in the 
present instance.
